Mr. Breyer also specifically asked to be advised whether the 
FBI was able to locate any document as described in the subpoena 
concerning internal audits or analysis of the FBI investigation of the 
Pentagon Papers theft. Mr. Breyer asked that he be called by those 
in the FBI who are working directly on the project of reviewing the 
material in response to the subpoena so that they could come to an under¬ 
standing as to material needed in the affidavit and the material that 


should be sought in the search. 


I furnished the fact that Mr. Breyer was coordinating this 
matter for the Special Prosecutor to Mr. William Hamilton in the 
Intelligence Division, and advised him of Mr. Breyer’s requests concerning 
the affidavit and his special needs in regard to any documents bearing 
on Ehrlichman's prior knowledge or any exculpatory material. I furnished 
Mr. Hamilton Mr. Breyer's telephone number, 393-2300, and requested 
him to call Mr. Breyer to make the necessary arrangements. 


In the absence of Mr. Wannall, I advised Inspector A. J. Decker 
of the arrangements that have been made. 

At 10:54 a.m., on June 5, 1974, I spoke with Assistant 
Attorney General Henry Petersen of the Criminal Division and advised 
him of the Bureau receipt of the subpoena from Ehrlichman and that 
it was our understanding that the matter was being handled by the 
Special Prosecutor's Office. Mr. Petersen agreed that was the 
appropriate handling and that Mr. John Martin of the Criminal Division 
■was handling the response for the Criminal Division.

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My memorandum of June 4, 1974, attached a subpoena 
received from the defendant that date in the captioned criminal 
prosecution.

At 10:50 a.m. on June 5, 1974, I advised Henry Ruth, 
Deputy Special Prosecutor, of the r eceipt, of the subpoena and of the 
fact that the Intelligence Division reviewed FBI files to identify aU 
of the material that might be covered by the subpoena. Mr. Ruth 
said that similar subpoenas have been issued to several agencies 
, including the CIA, and that by agreement with the Deputy Attorney 
General the Special Prosecutor’s Office will coordinate a single 
response in behalf of all of the agencies receiving the subpoenas. 

He said that Mr. Charles Breyer of the Special Prosecutor’s Office 
has been designated to coordinate the single response to the several 
subpoenas. 



I spoke with Mr. Breyer and he advised me that the return 
date of the subpoena had been continued from June 6, 1974, to June 7,. 1974 
at which time the Special Prosecutor plans to file an affidavit requesting 
additional time and stating generally the Special Prosecutor’s response to 
the subpoena. He said that the affidavit should include statements from the 
various agencies concerning the scope of search of records that would be 
necessary in order to comply with the subpoena and the burden involved 
in conducting such a review. Mr. Breyer also said that he specifically 
needed to know whether any document has been located that would bear on 
the question of whether Ehrlichman had prior knowledge of the entry into 
• Dr. Fielding’s office. Mr. Breyer said he would need to know also the 
existence of any other materia^ggat might tend to be exculpatory evidence 
favoring defenchnt Ehrlichman." ' ~_ - J

He didn’t want to forget 
where to spy. either, so he 
jotted. “Lawrence O’Brien. 
Sonesta Hotel, Gulfstream 
Suite” and also, as a helpful 
reminder. ."WH” for the 
Wtyte House, and a tele¬ 
phone number there for a co- 

conspirator. ”HH” for How- 
a^i HunL I • 

BERNARD BARKER S lit- 
tie blue book from 
Walgreen’s is now preserved 

Exhibit 33 for the prosecu¬ 
tion in the Watergate case. 

And if ever a political espi¬ 
onage spy. or burglar for that 
matter, put himself into the 
soup, it was Bernard Barker, 

55. bifocaled notary public. 

In alphabetical order, no less. 

Not only did Barker care¬ 
fully list the easily-deci¬ 
phered aliases of his col¬ 
leagues (’Gene Roland} 

°-/ild' , z*’ for Eugenio Rolando 
^mriinez). fie listed even hi4 
old btidd.es from the CIA; 
specifically. Jack Stuart. 

IT SEEMS that Barker 
wanted Stuart to sit in a 
houseboat mi Bi^cayne Bav 
during the political ccnven-^ 
lions and operate a com¬ 
munication headquarters. 
Siuart declined. He is a little 
difficult to find these days. 

“Who is calling' 1 ” 
answered the mar. at Stuart's 
telephone on the Florida Gulf 
Coast. 813^392^4190. “Oh, 
Mr. StuSmTout. He won’t t 


be back for maybe a coupie 
of weeks . . - Er, uh, l m a 
friend.” the man said. 

Much of the secret world 
of Bernard Barker unravels 
nicely for anyone dialing the 
112 telephone numbers under 
136 names (oft-misspelled) 
and 44 addresses in the 
Walgreen’s book. 

BESIDES SPIES, a caller 
mav confer with Berme 
Barker’s TV repairman (Ken¬ 
nedy & Cohen). Bemie Bark¬ 
er’s milkman (Miquel Diaz). 
Bennie Barker’s veterinarian 
(D*. H. L* McGee), Berme 
Parker’s gas station atten¬ 
dant (Angel Ferrer for Stan¬ 
dard Oil), Berme Barker’s 
plumber (Gilberto), and all 
manner of real estate clients 
for Barker Associates. (He 
listed his own firm corectlv: 
2301 NW Seventh St., Suite 
FandG.) 

"Oh. yes. I remember Mr. 
Barker.” replied "Mrs. Hast¬ 
ings 642-5996." She is Mrs. 
Winfred I. Hastings, 432 NW 
19th Ave. 

"He sold my house. H 
picked his name out of the 
Telephone book because his 
office was close. He sold it tgf 
tae first person who* saw it 
f«Sr $21,500. We bought it in 
1924 for $500. I think. I was 
dumbfounded when l saw his 
picture in the paper.” 

BARKER IS unable to 
avail himself of the telephone 
these davs With six other 
guilty Watergate defendants, 
he resides in the ugly red 
brick fortress known as the 
District of Columbia City 
Jail, awaiting sentence. It is 
across the street from the 
Redskin siadlOnv 4 


The judge could sentence 
him to prison until the year 
2018. which indeed would 
qualify him for the Over the 
Hill Gang. 

Apparently not all is har¬ 
monious among the Water¬ 
gate convicts. 

TO NEW YORK Timesman 
Seymour M. Hersh, Frank A. 
Sturgis repeatedly kept refer¬ 
ring to his colleague Barker 
as "that idiot.” 

Sturgis* displeasure, it ap¬ 
pears, comes from Barker’s 
reputation as a tight man 
with a buck, allegedly a trait 
Barker proudly demonstrated 
as a CIA paymaster during 
the Bay of Pigs invasion 

On the warm June 17 night 
of the Watergate break-in, 
Barker supposedly boasted 
that he had paid only 39 
cents for the adhesive tape to 
tape shut the latches on the 
door. 

AND ONCE inside, believ¬ 
ing his crew had sneaked in 
undetected, Barker turned off 
his walkie-talkie. As he ex¬ 
plained later, he wanted "to 
save the batteries.” 

Thus, Barker failed to hear 
the cheese -it-the-cops 
message from the look-out at 
the Howard Johnson’s across 
-the street. Alfred C. Baldwin.- 
an ex-FBI agent hired bv the 
Republican political intelli¬ 
gence gang. 

Barker’s tightwad propen- 
s i t y is reflected in his 
Walgreen's book. too. Me¬

BARKER LISTED de Die¬ 
go’s code name as “Picdra,” 
which means “stone ” It fits. 
De Diego imports Italian 
marble for Miami contrac¬ 
tors. The prosecution granted 
de Diego immunity, but did 
not call him to testify. 

De Diego admits he went 
to Washington on a Barker 
mission, but says he wasn t 
curious enough to ask what 
it was about. «i 

*JPico didn’t hang around* 
Miami long enough t<* 


answer any questions. Tharf 
day police captured Barker, 
Sturgis. Martinez, Virgilio R. 
Gonzales, the locksmith from 
Turnkey, and James W. Mc¬ 
Cord Jr., the securitv chief 
for the Committee To Re- 
Elect the President. Pico was 
no where to be found. He 
fled to Venezuela. 

AN UPSTANDING young 


vice president of the Great¬ 
er Miami Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Stephen D. Nostrand 
Jr., man aged ind irectly tq 
get himself in tfte book. 


For $2,000 for four 
months, he leased apartment 
14H at the Octagon Towers 
Apartment in Miami Beach in 
his capacity with the “Young 
Voters For the President.” 

Barker copied it down 
HA. As Nostrand explained 
to the FBI. he met McCord at 
a GOP planning session in 
early June and McCord 
thoughtfully took his ad¬ 
dress. 

BARKER ALSO listed 
Thomas Bell, a young Ten¬ 
nessee Republican, once with 
the Committee to Re-Elect, 
more recently with the 
Inaguration Committee, and 
now, as so many other Bark¬ 
er numbers, disconnected: 

The telephone you have 
reached is not in service at 
this time.” 

Barker’s list includes ev¬ 
eryone from a genuine wrong 
number (W. L. Alter Single- 
ton, a vaudeville saxaphone 
player for the old Olympia 
Theatre who lives with his 
91-year-old mother) to survi¬ 
vors of the Cuban Bay of 
Pi«s subculture in Miami* 

EXAMPLE A: Ship o*ner 
Teofilo Babum, retired i gun 
runner. “I think they slpuld 
gfl-e him a medal ” 

EXAMPLE B: Extremist 
Pablo Gomez. Patria newspa¬ 
per columnist. “How did he 
get my private number?” Mc¬ 
Govern sued Gomez for libel 
because he called him a Com¬ 
munist. 

Barker, it should be noted, 
wasn’t so indiscreet as to get 
caught with his Walgreen’* 
address hook in his pocket. 

He had left it back in the 
top dresser drawer of his 
Room 214 jTrnie Watergate

AFTER SEVERAL days of 
Intctivity'-af the Hamilton, 
thi men said, they movetf to 
the Watergate. It was neir 
re* istration there under Lieir 
code names as •Oranda ind 
Piedra that led federal inves¬ 
tigators to them. 

It was during the stay at 
the Watergate Hotel that the 
first hreak-in occurred at the 
Democratic headouarters 
sometime between May 26 
and 29 Pico and DeDiego 
said they had no knowledge 
of it. 

Ii fact, they said; they 
weie given nothing to do at 
all and complained to Barker. 
They said they wantec’ to go 
home. 

"We were told by Macho 
to await for instructions on 
what to do and for the dem¬ 
onstrators to gather. Mean¬ 
while DeDiego and I stuck 
together. I was rooming with 
Ficrini (Sturgis) but his 
Spanish is bad and I don’t 
speak any English. % 

• DeDiego and I just toured 
around Washington like a 
couple of tourists. # 

"WE WENT to the Ken¬ 
nedy Center, to the Lincoln 
Monument, and we went to 
the movies a lot.” 

Pico and DeDiego Insist 
the only conspiracy they par¬ 
ticipated in that week was to 
buv identical pairs of paja¬ 
ma* in a Washington shop. 

"When we were told we 
could come back to Miami 
after having done nothing 
but wait, I asked Barker 
"What’s going on? What’s 
happening?* and he said we 
just have to go back and 
await instructions and maybe 
come back again,” said De¬ 
Diego. 

Three weekends later 
Barker was back at the Wa¬ 
tergate. He and four others 
were caught June 17. 

DeDiego and Pico said Sat¬ 
urday they were taught dur¬ 
ing CIA training never to ask 
unnecessary questions ibout 
a mission. 

THEIR GOAL, they said, * 
was to work for the freedom 
of Cuba and against commu- 
ni.Jm. They assumed that was 
the ultimate their 

visits to Washington, they 
paid.

PICO LEFT the U.S. far 
Venezuela after learning o! 






remained there until March. 
He said he contacted the FBI 
at the American Embassy in 
Caracas and was questioned 
several times. 

He said he volunteered to 
return to the United States 
immediately but was told it 
was not necessary. When he 
did return, Pico said, I.e 
called the FBI in Miami ard 
told them he was back. 

"I didn’t do anythirg 


wrong. I'm not hiding. Wt 
thought we were fighting for 
democracy and our country.” 

DeDiego, who was granted 
immunity to testify before 
the Watergate grand jury, is 
even more emohatic.

“If be is im¬ 
munized elsewhere he can 
shed light on other matters/’ 
Gerstein said. 

DeDiego testified that he 
was not paid for the Ellsberg 
mission but was told he 
would get plenty of money 
on future assignments.

Dardis, chief investigator for 
State Attorney Richard E. 
Gerstein, that he and Ber¬ 
nard Barker and Eugenio 
Martinez used masking tape 
and glass cutters to break a 
window, physically pushed 
down a door, then photo- 
griphed the files of Er. 
Lewis Fielding. 

DeDiego said he didn't 
“personally see” Ellsberg’s 
psychiatric records, Dardis 
said, "but that afterwards 
Barker told him, 'We have 
completed our mission, we 
have done our part.'”

Second, there was Ihe trip 
to Washington in May, 1972, 
with nine other Miamians to

And finally, DcDiego said, 
he went to Washington wnh 
five other Miamians about 
two weeks before the abor¬ 
tive Watergate burglary for 
an operation that broke 
down at the last minute. 

DcDiego said his involve¬ 
ment with politically inspired 
activity heaan in February or 
March, 1971, when Barker 
showed him a letter or a rote 
from convicted Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt. 
At the time, DcDiego worked 
lor Barker »n real estate here.

Investigators for the Sen- 
ii te Watergate Committee 
have subpenaed Felipe De- 
Diego. a Miamian who has 
admitted taking part in the 
break-in at the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychia¬ 
trist. They hope to get infor¬ 
mation about other political¬ 
ly-inspired burglaries. 

Two Watergate investiga¬ 
tors Saturday in Miami also 
subpenaed the records of 
Avanti Press of Hialeah to 
determine if indicted political 
saboteur Donald H. Srgretu 
hfad political propaganda 
printed at the plant during 
list year's presidential cam¬ 
paign. , 

DeDiego was given the 
subpena Saturday night after 
being questioned in State At¬ 
torney Richard Gerstein’s of¬ 
fice for more than four hours 
ay Watergate investigators 
ft. Scott Armstrong and Mike 
hershman.

DeDiego showed a subpena 
calling for him to appear in 
Washington at I p.m. June 
18. He said, however, the in¬ 
vestigators told him the sub¬ 
pena could be withdrawn be;

Before DeDiego emerged 
from behind closed doors.’ 
Jose Arriola Sr. and his son.
